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HE origin of those interesting bits 
of paper known as Fractional 
Currency, and often erroneously 
called “Shin Plasters,” because of 
their size, is somewhat curious and prob- 
ably not generally known. Its invention 
is credited to General F. E. Spinner, for 
many years Treasurer of the United 
States. 

With the commencement of the Civil 
War, all the gold, silver, and copper 
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money in circulation immediately disap- 
peared from sight, due, of course to the

partment agreeing to redeem them with 
new stamps at face value when they be- 
came worn. This arrangement was found 
so convenient that Congress soon took 
notice, and the regular issue of Postage 
Currency, as it was first called, was au- 
thorized by the United States Govern- 
ment. 

The first issue of “Postage Currency,” 
r “Postal Currency,” bore facsimiles of 
current postage stamps on the face, and 
was issued in denominations of five, ten, 
twenty-five and fifty cents. The five cent

desire of many people to save what they 
could from the threatened wreck of the 
Union, and to the desire of the fore- 
sighted to hoard what was bound to have 
an increased value in the near future. 

This hoarding, of course, did not affect 
trade in amounts above One Dollar, as 
there was plenty of paper money in cir- 
culation, but it did place a serious hand- 
icap upon all who had occasion to trade 
in amounts smaller than One Dollar. 

As a relief measure, many merchants 
issued their own notes in various amounts 
from one cent up; milk tickets, street car 
tokens, in fact anything which denoted 
value, were used to make change. Post- 
age stamps were used in various ways. 
Some were enclosed in envelopes marked 
with the amount enclosed, and with the 
name and advertisement of the firm is- 
suing them. Some were put up in small 
brass holders with a transparent face, the 
teverse bearing advertisements of the 
merchants issuing them. 

At this time General Spinner con- 
ceived the idea of pasting postage stamps 
upon pieces of paper, the Post Office De- 





bill bore the portrait of Thomas Jeffer- 
son in brown color as it then appeared 
on the regular five cent postage stamp; 
in fact, it was a reproduction of the cur- 
rent postage stamp. The ten cent bill 
bore the portrait of George Washington 
in green color as it then appeared on the 
regular ten cent postage stamp. The 
twenty-five cent bill was in brown color 
and bore the facsimile of five five-cent 
postage stamps. The fifty cent bill was 
in green color and bore the facsimile of 
five ten-cent postage stamps. 

The obverses, or faces, of these notes 
were engraved by the National Bank 
Company, and the reverse, or backs, by 
the American Bank Note Company. At 
first these notes, issued in sheets, were 
perforated just like a sheet of postage 
stamps, but owing to the unusually heavy 
demand, the perforation was soon dis- 
continued and they were issued unper- 
forated, having to be cut just as currency 
is today. This first issue was authorized 
by Act of Congress July 17, 1862, and 
was issued from August 21, 1862, to May 





16, 1869, in denominations of three, five, 
ten, twenty-five and fifty cent bills. The 
three cent bill bears a portrait of Wash- 
ington, and comes in two varieties known 
as “Light Curtain” and “Dark Curtain,” 
the difference being in the background. 
The issue of these three cent bills 
amounted to $601,923.90. The five cent 
bill bears a portrait of Clark; the ten 
cent bill a portrait of Washington; the 
twenty-five cent bill a portrait of Fessen- 
den, and the fifty cent bill a vignette of 
Justice. The total issue amounted to 
over $86,000,000.00. 

There is also a second series of the 
third issue, in denominations of five, 
ten, twenty-five and fifty cents, all with 
red backs. The fifty cent bill came in 
two varieties, one bearing a portrait of 
Spinner and the other a vignette of Jus- 
tice. This series was really never in- 
tended for circulation, having been print- 
ed for specimens, and being consequently 
quite scarce, though quite a number of 
them found their way into circulation.

Treasury officials. A fifty cent Spinner 
bill, signed by Allison and New, is very 
rare, a specimen having been sold some 
years ago for $200.00. 

The fourth issue was authorized by Act 
of Congress March 3, 1864, and June 30, 
1864. It was issued from July 14, 1869, 
to February 16, 1875, in denominations 
of ten, fifteen, twenty-five and three va- 
rieties of fifty cent bills. The ten cent 
bill bore a vignette of Liberty; the fifteen 
cent bill a vignette of Columbia; the 
twenty-five cent bill a portrait of Wash- 
ington. The fifty cent bills bear, one a 
portrait of Lincoln, another a portrait of 
Stanton, and the third a portrait of Dex- 
ter. The fifty cent Dexter note was the 
only one issued under the Act of June 
30, 1864. The total issue amounted to 
over $176,000,000.00. 

The fifth and last issue was authorized 
by Act of Congress, March 3, 1863, and 
June 30, 1864. It was issued from Feb- 
ruary 26, 1874, to February 15, 1876, in 
denominations of ten, twenty-five and 
fifty cent notes, in an amount well in ex- 
cess of $62,000,000.00. The ten cent bill 
bears a portrait of Meredith; the twenty- 
five cent bill a portrait of Walker, and 
the fifty cent bill a portrait of Crawford. 

From the above it will be readily seen 
that the total amount issued of the dif- 
ferent series is very large—to be exact, 
$368,725,079.45. Most of this has, of 
course, been redeemed, but it is esti- 
mated that there is over $15,000,000.00 
outstanding. There are many varieties of 
the various bills, which make it inter- 
esting for the collector. A complete set 
would consist of over one hundred forty- 
five specimens. 

The first issue of fractional currency 
is listed in the U. S. Specialized Cata- 
logue, the later series not, as only the 
first had its value based on postage 
stamps. Though not money, they were 
used for money by everyone and it still 
trickles back to the Treasury at Wash- 
ington for redemption, generally in worn 
condition. With this act of 1862, 
postage stamps were in a way made ne- 
gotiable and were to be used as currency 
in sums smaller than $5. 





® For many years Saint Helena had no 
interior postal service and letters mailed 
on the island and addressed to residents 
of the same town paid no postage, being 
simply held in the post office until in- 
quired for.

12,000,000 Stamps Sold 





A 34-year-old theological student at 
Tokyo Imperial University recently 
shipped to the H. E. Harris & Co. 15 
large burlap bags filled with cancelled 
stamps, estimated at about 12,000,000 
stamps in all. The money received for 
the stamps, 3000 yen (about $840) was 
given by the seller, Toru Yokoyama, to 
the War and Navy Office according to 
the Japanese American Review. Mr. 
Yokoyama had started collecting stamps 
to pass away time during an illness and 
after returning to school decided to 
gather them on a large scale, enlisting 
aid of friends and school children. The 
result was the large accumulation, chiefly 
comprising the common letter-rate stamps 
in current use.

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NOTES ON U. S. ISSUES 


An old regulation of the Post Office 
Dept. was “Postmasters will not suffer 
newspapers to be read in their offices 
by persons to whom they are not ad- 
dressed; nor to be lent out in any case, 
without permission of the owners.” 


H. Preston Hoskins in Gunesch’s Pre- 
cancel Optimist points to the similarity 
in shade of various denominations of 
Presidentials. We've wondered too how 
postal clerks can quickly tell apart some 
values when used in precancel form. He 
points out the ac and 6c, 5c and llc 
and 13c and 20c are too much alike. Pos- 
sibly there will be ground for changes 
in color in some values of this series, 
though it admittedly will be hard to get 
the 29 single-color values in shades that 
would eliminate confusion. In fact, we 
think it impossible. That was one of the 
reasons why the former series (1922-23) 
had two sizes of stamps and part pictorial 
and part portraits. We haven’t heard 
even the tiniest plea for a new regular 
issue yet and don’t expect any. 


Stamp finds are still made, and Stamp 
Collecting reports the story of one Her- 
man Darewski, a band leader, who be- 
tween batons collects stamps. Strolling 
through the older quarter of Scarbrough, 
England, recently he saw a few stamps 
displayed among toys, etc., in a store 
window. His purchases included a Ic 
1851 type I and a 24c 1870 with grill for 
the grand sum of 75c! Catalog price is 
$1350 for the pair. 


George Bradfield of nearby East Liv- 
erpool inquires if a first flight Clipper 
Cover from Guam to San Francisco 
franked with 9c postage is unusual. We 
would think so, as the sender got a bar- 
gain. The cover is postmarked Guam, 
October 16, 1935, and at San Francisco 
eight days later. Possibly in hurry of 
preparing mails, clerks did not notice the 
letter was short paid and probably were 
not expecting anyone to try to get that 
much service for only nine cents—a reg- 
ular 3c stamp and a 6c airmail. 





We were a little puzzled by an inquiry 
from Joseph Josselson of the Bronx in 
which he wanted to know the origin of 
a cancel reading “advertisement” or 
“Advertising” on first issue U. S. Post- 
age Dues. On inspecting the stamps he 
submitted later, it developed the cancel 
was actually “ADVERTISED” with 
town name and date in center of the 
normal size circle. This was a postmark 
seen on many covers of the ’80s and ’90s 
and denoted that the letter had been 
advertised as unclaimed in a local paper 
because address was insufficient for de- 
livery or else no one of that name had 
inquired for such mail. Postage due was 
collected when delivery was effected, to 
pay for the advertising. Postmasters 
printed such lists of letters from time to 





time. It is not usual to see the mark on 
stamps, generally it is only on the cover. 


This isn’t a coin column but we an- 
swered one reader’s inquiry about the 
new Jefferson nickel, so thought others 
might be interested. In brief the nickel 
has not been withdrawn and is not like- 
ly to be. The design has not been 
changed nor has it proven unsatisfactory 
or likely to be changed. Coins appear in 
circulation very slowly, much more so 
than stamps, hence the widespread in- 
correct belief the nickel is scarce, etc. 
They are worth 5c, no more and no less. 


Stanley Boudreau of Holyoke, Mass. 
reports he has a Baseball cover with 
first day cancel from Ballston Spa, N. Y. 
Since this is not far from the of*icial 
first day sale, the stamps were probably 
“imported” from there. This is done fre- 
quently at first day sales. E. W. Burke, 
Jr., of Macon, Ga., reports one of the 
other type of pre-first day covers. In his 
firm’s mail on June 13, he found a letter 
bearing the Baseball stamp and _ post- 
marked McRae, Ga., on June 12. Ap- 
parently that postmaster also did not 
heed instructions of the Department. 


The “temporary” postage rate of 3c 
per ounce for first-class matter would 
have expired on June 30, but for an 
extension of the rate effective July 1; 
extension for one year.

The label’s portrait js 
not that of any member of the royal 
family and the inscription is a_ political 
slogan. Specimens passed through the 
mails before they were detected.

Stamp Facts 


THE ARKANSAS 3c 


The 100th anniversary of Arkansas be- 
coming a state was commemorated by 
the issue of another 3c light purple 
stamp in June, 1936. It shows a view 
of the old State House, a beautiful ex- 
ample of ante-bellum southern architec- 
ture, the building now being used as a 
State War Memorial. 

The first state legislature met in the 
then partially completed edifice and the 
event was graced by a fight between 
the speaker of the house and another 
legislator in which the latter was killed. 

The 3c Arkansas Centennial was is- 
sued in regulation sheets of 50 on June 
15, 1936, light purple, rotary press, perf. 
11x1014, no wmk., from plates 21564- 
65-66-67 and no minor varicties of note 
are known. 75,000,000 were ordered 
printed. Little Rock was the first day 
city and 376,693 first day covers were 
canceled, a record unbroken until 1939. 
Total number of these stamps issued was 
72,992,650. 


THE OREGON STAMP 

In July, 1936, another stamp was is- 
sued in connection with the Oregon Ter 
ritory centennial celebration. It shows 
a map of the territory, today the states 
of Idaho, Oregon and Washington, in- 
cluding portions of Montana and Wyo- 
ming, with a mounted Indian on the left 
and a covered wagon on the right, start- 
ing over the famous “Oregon Trail.” 

The 3c Oregon was issued on July 14 
1936, in bluish purple, rotary press, perf. 
11x10%4, no wmk., from plates 21576-77- 
78-79, in usual sheets of 50. No major 
varieties are known, altho there are some 
twisted transfers on plates 21576-77, and 
on stamp 3 of plate 21579 there is a 
strong double transfer along the right 
frame line and an extra line inside the 
right frame line. 

First day of issue cities were Lewiston, 
Idaho; Astoria, Oregon; Missoula, Mon- 
tana; Walla Walla, Washington, and 
Daniel, Wyoming, all closely connected 
with the early history of the territory. 
75,000,000 of the stamps were ordered 
printed and there were 410,256 first day 
covers canceled.

France, faced with a continuance of the 
death rate exceeding the birth rate, has 
inaugurated steps to reverse these statis- 
tics. Bonuses are given for large fam- 
ilies. The Bank of France gives loans to 
newlyweds, the loans being reduced with 
each addition to the family and wiped 
out entirely when the family reaches a 
specified size. The two Natality semi- 
postals just issued will raise these funds, 
at least in part, probably the first time 
stamps have been used to finance such 
activities. The stamps also appeared in 
time for the Natality Congress spon- 
sored by and attended by high French 
government officials.

Editor’s Notebook 


JAMES SMILLIE Not one collector in 

a hundred, it is safe 
to assume, has ever heard of James Smil- 
lie, though he appears as a probable suc- 
cessful candidate for inclusion in the 
Heroes of Peace series soon to be with 
us. It is of course not unusual for col- 
lectors to first learn of a person or event 
when the stamp commemorative of them 
is announced but in Smillie’s case pos- 
sibly we should all hastily brush up on 
his history. The Collectors Club of New 
York City took the initiative not long 
ago and asked the Post Office Depart- 
ment to include Smillie among those 
other Americans noted for achievements 
in fields other than war. 

As the resolution stated, Smillie was 
the most eminent pictorial engraver of 
all time. His work has remained un- 
excelled, though the last was completed 
over half a century ago. It was he who 
engraved the vignettes for the 15c, 24c 
and 30c, 1869. The 30c due to political 
reasons was discarded, but the two lower 
values were used, the 24c being one of 
the finest examples of steel engraving in

existence. Studying one of these stamps 
for a few minutes under the glass is an 
| exploring trip into the realm of one of 
the least appreciated arts. In a space 
about three-quarters by three-eights he 
reproduced Trumbull’s famous painting 
of the signing of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. Fifty of the ’76 rebels are 
depicted with the five in the foreground 
easily recognized from other portraits. It 
is true other examples of very fine en- 
graving on our stamps are known; great 
numbers of them, but this stamp’s vig- 
nette outranks all. When the stamp first 
appeared, criticism was general of the 
series and Smillie’s work had only a few 
months’ use as a stamp. Like many an- 
other work of art time has brought it 
appreciation, though rather belatedly so 
far as the artist was concerned person- 
ally. 

Aside from his being the greatest in 
one branch of artistic effort, Smillie’s por- 
trait on one of such a series of stamps 
seems particularly appropriate since it 
is the work of he and his fellows that 
has done so much to make our hobby the 
universal one. While many collectors 
just think of a stamp as something to fill 
a space in their albums, just as many 
others, we are sure, appreciate the skill 
in producing fine designs. ’

French Revolution Specials 


France has commenced its postal 
phase of celebration of the sesquicenten- 
nial of the French Revolution of 1789- 
1799 with a stamp depicting the “Oath 
of the Tennis Court” of June 20, 1789. 
The Oath was taken by the Estates Gen- 
eral or General Assembly when it assem- 
bled at a covered tennis court after 
Louis XIV had closed their regular hall 
in an attempt to thwart their forcing 
various reforms in government. Kent B. 
Stiles in the New York Times states 
the scene on the stamp is copied from 
a painting made in 1792 by Jacques 
Louis David, later president of the As- 
sembly. The oath was a promise not to 
disband until the demands of the assem- 
bly had been met. 

Next in the series of commemoratives, 
the French planned to issue one to com- 
memorate the fall of the Bastille on July 
14, 1789. This is the French national hol- 
iday celebrated annually on the anniver- 
sary of the taking of the prison fortress, 
symbol of royal might, by a mob aided 
by soldiers incorporated in the newly 
formed National Guard. The key to the 
famous building, demolished by the vic- 
tors, is exhibited at Mount Vernon, Va. 

Many other commemoratives are ex- 
pected from the French to commemorate 
the revolution and its stirring events 
which profoundly affected the history of 
the world.

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The Postmaster General 
Who Became King 


The Kingdom of Hawaii was frequent- 
ly governed in a corrupt manner and the 
Post Office Department operated in an 
indolent manner. Possibly this last was 
due to frequent changes in the personnel 
from Postmaster General downward. 
Stamps were printed as they were needed 
and in some cases, orders were not sent 
for new printings in time to avoid run- 
ning out of necessary values. In 1863, 
David Kalakaua, a grandnephew of the 
founder of the kingdom, Kamehaha I, 
was apointed Postmaster General, the 
third in a period of four years. Kalakaua 
was then 27 years old, but seems in the 
main to have not added much to the 
service despite his youth. The numeral 
series were reprinted again and again to 
meet current needs, though during the 
first year of his tenure of office he at 
least once tried to improve the caliber 
of stamps. Running out of the 2c stamps 
portraying King Kamehaha IV, he sent 
to a former postmaster-general, then re 
siding in New York City, a specimen of 
Nova Scotia’s newly issued 10c stamp 
with its beautiful engraving of Queen 
Victoria, suggesting that this design be 
copied, substituting the features of the 
dusky king for the queen, and Hawaiian 
words for the English. These suggestions 
were followed and the stamp arrived the 
following June. The likeness of the king 
was not as good as Kalakaua thought it 
should be, but they were used anyway. 
This is Scott’s Al3, part of the series 
designated 1864-1871. 

That seems to have been the extent 
of Kamehaha’s stamp designing as no 
further values of the series appeared 
until 1870, five years after he too had 
lost the job of Postmaster General. 


In the meantime, the death of Kame- 
haha IV had caused his brother Lot, to 
become the fifth king of that name. He 
too died in 1872 and Lunalilo became 
king. Lunalilo died childless in 1874 and 
Kalakaua was elected king by the Legis- 
lature nine days later. The Dowager 
Queen had bitterly opposed his election 
and her partisans started a riot which 
reached such proportions that marines 
were landed by some foreign warships 
to restore order and permit the king, who 
was friendly to the U. S., to take his 
throne. So the one time Postmaster Gen- 
eral was now king of the islands. The 
same year he visited the U. S. to nego- 
tiate a reciprocal treaty. In 1881 he 
travelled around the world. But the ex- 
postmaster general proved a_ corrupt 
ruler, finally being forced to revert to 
constitutional rule when he was found to 
have accepted a bribe of $150,000 for 
opium concessions. In 1889 he tried to 
overthrow the legislature by force, but 
the attempt was defeated. In poor health 
he journeyed in 1891 to the United 
States, but died at San Francisco. The 
king appears on a 2c stamp ordered the 
first year of his reign, also arrayed in all 
his medals on a 10c stamp of the new 
designs issued in 1882, which picture his 
wife, his sister, the late King Lunalilo 
and Kalakaua’s bitter enemy, Queen 
Emma.

CoLork CHANGES 


In the July-August issue of the Pre- 
cancel Optimist is the comment on a pos- 
sibility of some changes in the new 
Presidential series. We know that right 
away some will say this is dealer’s sales 
talk but nevertheless we think there is 


food for thought in the argument. Take 
for instance the '4c and 6c values. How 
much difference in color here? The 13c 


and 20c are of similar hue, different to 
stamp collectors perhaps but to postal 
clerks too much alike. The 5c and 1lc 
are also pointed out. As far as precancel 
collectors are concerned any change in 
the %c or 6c would cause the most 
commotion to them as quite a few Ic 
values have been precancelled and quite 
a few 6c values too. In the others, while 
it would make some rarities, it would 
not mean so much because few have ap- 
peared precancelled. 


Agency Has Good Year 





In the fiscal year ended June 30, 1939, 
the Philatelic Agency stamp sales totalled 
$1,312,016.48, about $373,000 less than 
during the previous year. The number 
of orders also dropped from last year’s 
record of 149,499 to 114,828. It is be- 
lieved this is indication of the abatement 
of the wave of speculative buying. The 
1938-39 fiscal year covered almost the 
entire sales of the new Presidential series 
and indicates very little of this issue is 
being laid aside in quantity. 








Sentenced for Using Mails 
To Defraud 





Ralph William Greco, stamp dealer, gy. 
rested on April 12 and indicted May 3} 
at New York City on charges of using 
the mails to defraud stamp dealers who 
had unused postage stamps for sale, was 
sentenced on June 23 to two years ip 
a federal penitentiary.

ated under no less than ten different 
names at almost as many different 
addresses; J. Rose, 34 W. 33rd St: M 
Friedman and Philatelic Finance Co. at §

Bohemia and Moravia,” will be over- 
printed. With an eye towards philatelic 
sales the stamps will first be supplied the 
philatelic division at Prague and then 
to post offices as quantities permit. 

Meanwhile one unit of the former re 
public continues to issue stamps which 
may not prepay postage anywhere. This 
is the Czech pavilion at the New York 
World’s Fair where a sheet similar to the 
Bratislava souvenir pane is sold with the

ing various rulers, made its appearance 
in New York this week. Only 24,000 sets 
of this issue were printed, making the 
issue a very speculative item. The entire 
issue, while limited, was handled very 
adroitly in order not to antagonize any 
dealers. Of the 24,000 sets issued, 14,000 
were distributed among various European 
philateli= organizations, 2000 were sold 
at the Monaco Post Office (lending cre- 
dence to the set) and the remaining 8,000 
sets were allocated to various dealers. 
The face value of the set is approxi- 
mately 85c per set. Yet the wholesale is 
approximately $3.00. Some other coun- 
tries might take lessons from Monaco in 
the technique of limiting issues. Exactly 
enough stamps were issued to satisfy all 
demands without glutting the market, 
and making the entire issue practically 
valueless from a collectors point of view. 





We have just obtained confirmation of 
the rumors, reported in last week’s col- 
umn, that the remainder of the Slovak 
Stefanik stamps were destroyed. This 
stamp has now become one more of the 
things which turn dealers hair gray. The 
local dealers don’t want to advertise this 
stamp and are trying to discourage sales 
at the present since any attempt to fix a 
price is pure guess work in view of the 
fact that no one knows how many sets 
there are in existence. At the same time, 
the dealers are scrambling to buy the 
stamp because they don’t want to be 
caught short when a logical method of 
fixing a price is finally found. The stamp 
was on sale for only four hours and no 
one knows here exactly what happened 
during those four hours. 





Roumania has just issued a beautiful 
set of three Miniature Sheets. The sur- 
prising thing about this issue is the rea- 
son given by the Roumanian Government 
for their issuance. They were issued, not 
for relief, not to commemorate any one’s 
birthday, or any World’s Fair, but to 
raise funds for armament purchases. Not 
even one word about international good 
will was spoken. Such candor on the part 
of Roumania is refreshing when we con- 
sider the many and varied explanations 
given by other countries for issues put 
out for the same reason.

Local dealers are reporting many very 
pleasing interviews with customers whom 
they have been selling by mail for years 
and who have come to town to see the 
Fair. According to the dealers, it’s always 
a surprise to find that the man who has 
been for years just a voice in the woods 
crying about bad centering is really a 
very nice sort of a chap, and aside from 
his mania for microscopically perfect 
copies, a very likeable fellow. They are 
also getting a chance to explain the 
delay in shipment of China Constitution 
stamps without getting writer’s cramp. 


Hatay’s Fate Unknown 


On June 25 the Republic of Hatay, 
one-time Sandjak of Alexandretta, was to 
have been merged with the Turkish Re- 
public, by treaty signed by French and 
Turkish officials, the former under their 
postwar mandated authority. Citizens of 
the republic had voted in a plebiscite to 
remain independent and news of the 
treaty caused proclamations of intent to 
fight to retain independence. Postal af- 
fairs of the district, which borders on 
Syria and Turkey, are reported to have 
been in a muddled state, foreign mails 
being prepaid with Turkish stamps and 
being sent from that country’s post of- 
fices. Hatay’s own stamps were issued 
in such limited quantities that sufficient 
were not available to meet even phila- 
telic demands and apparently not enough 
for the internal mails of the country. 
High government officials of the repub- 
lic were stated to be pro-Turkish and 
against independence, so whether Hatay 
will continue as a stamp-issuing nation 
is at present unknown. 





Monaco Portrays Rulers 





In May Monaco released its latest 
series, ten stamps in all, the purpose of 
which was officially described as to direct 
world attention to the Principality’s 
stormy career in the 16th, 17th and 18th 
Centuries. Nine of the stamps portray 
rulers of those periods and the tenth and 
highest value the Rock. Each of the se- 
ries carries a surtax for some undisclosed 
purpose. Our New York correspondent 
reports that the issue was made in a 
very speculative manner, only one- 
twelfth of the entire series being sold 
over post office counters to the public.

The flight of the “Guba” which is 
blazing a new airmail route between 
Australia and Africa across the Indian 
Ocean is being followed here with the 
greatest interest for its importance is 
clearly realized. At the moment of writ- 
ing (20 June) the American flying boat 
is leaving Mahe in the Seychelles Group 
on its last hop to Mombassa, Kenya 
which no doubt will be reached in due 
course. It is freely rumored that although 
the special 5/- stamp was not issued for 
the survey flight it may yet be used to 
frank the mails carried on the first offi- 
cial flight of the regular service if and 
when it is inaugurated. In the meantime 
the three stopping places of the Cocos 
Islands, Diego Garcia and Mahe have 
been found suitable for the establishment 
of aerodromes and landing places for 
the flying boats and this is yet another 
instance when unimportant islets assume 
great importance as stepping stones for 
an air service. 


NEw ZEALAND 


While on the subject of air services, it 
has been officially announced that the 
trans-Tasman air service which is to link 
at last New Zealand with Australia is to 
be inaugurated in September. It is to be 
hoped that this is to be the final date 
for it has been postponed on several 
occasions. No special stamp will be isused 
on this occasion but it is quite likely that 
an official cachet will be employed on 
the mails carried on the first flight. The 
three huge flying boats to be employed 
on the service are already on their way 
to Australia and this air link will close 
the air chain linking England with New 
Zealand in a 30,000 mile air route. 

The Centennial stamps to be issued on 
January 2, 1940, are already off the 
printers presses in England. 


WESTERN SAMOA 


Four stamps are to be issued on August 
29, to mark the 25th Anniversary of 
New Zealand’s control of the mandated 
territory of Western Samoa. 

The 171st Meridian divides the Samo- 
an Group under two flags. East of the 
Meridian, the Stars and Stripes fly; West 
—the Union Jack. The Group has the 
two capitals, Pago-Pago, an important 
naval station for the American half, and 
Apia, the centre of commercial life in 
the group for the British half. This divi- 
sion is the final development to a very 
troubled history. The Dutch were the 
first white people to visit Samoa in 1722, 
but it was not till 1830, that the first 
white settlement was established by the 
missionaries of the London Missionary 
Society. In the middle of the 19th cen- 
tury a kind of tripartite guardianship of 
the islands was established by Great 
Britain, United States and Germany. 
This, however, did not lead to any har- 
monious relations between the powers 
concerned, and after a number of “‘inci- 
dents,” it seemed that a conflict between 
the naval squadrons stationed at Apia 
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was inevitable. Nature, however, one may 
imagine without being too fanciful, was 
angered at all this squabbling in her 
little Eden and the great hurricane of 
1889 completely destroyed three German 
and three American warships. Only the 
British ship “Calliope,” because of the 
courage and daring of her men to steam 
out of the Apia harbour in the teeth of 
the wild hurricane, survived. 

Shortly afterwards, the Samoan Group 
was divided between Germany and the 
United States and this state of affairs 
lasted till August 30, 1914, when a New 
Zealand force captured German Samoa, 
the first capture of a German colony in 
the Great War. 

The Group is partly now American 
and partly under New Zealand, as man- 
datory for the British Empire under the 
League of Nations. The population of 
American Samoa is about 10,000 and that 
of New Zealand or Western Samoa over 
56,000 of whom 1,000 are Chinese and 
Melanesians and over 2,500 half castes 
and Europeans. The stamps are expected 
to be on sale for about three months.
